Women 62-65 Eligible 
SS Benefits Payments 


One of the biggest changes 
in social security in many years 
occurred August 1, 1956, when 
President Eisenhower signed 
the 1956 Amendments to the 
Social Security Law. It might 
be called "crashing the age 
barrier." 

Until this year there has 
been a uniform age at which 
benefit payments could start 
for all beneficiaries other than 
children and wives or widows 
with children in their care. That 
uniform age was 65; it remain 
65 for male beneficiaries. The 
1956 amendments to the law, 
however, lower the age at which 
women can receive benefits. Be- 
ginning with November of this 
year (1956) women can start 

getting payments at age 62. 

Widows and dependent moth- 
èrs (in case there is no sur- 
viving child or spouse entitled 
to benefit payments) may begin 
getting survivors benefit pay- 
ments when they reach age 62. 
They will get the same month- 
ly benefit that they would have 
started to get at age 65 under 
the old law. 

Wives of retired insured 
workers and retired insured 
working women can, if they 
choose, start getting benefit 
payments at age 62. However, 
the monthly benefit amount 
payable to them will be some- 
what less than the amounts of 


age 65. In case a wifé or an 
insured working woman decides 
to start getting benefits before 
age 65, she will continue to re- 
ceive a reduced amount after 
she reaches that age. 

The amount o fthe reduction 
depends on how many months 
the wife or retired working 
woman is under age 65. How- 
ever, as the wife of a retired 
man, a woman who elects to 
receive her benefit at any age 
between 62 and 65 will be 
ahead in total benefits received 
for the first 12 years. A retired 
working woman who elects to 
receive benefits at any age be- 
tween 62 and 65 will be ahead 
in total benefits received for the 
first 15 years. 

An application must be filed 
for these benefits. A person 
desiring to file an application 
or desiring more information 
should contact their Social Se- 
curity District Office at 501 
North Olive, West Palm Beach, 
or the representative from that 
office when he is in their area. 

A representative will be at 
the City Hall in Pahokee at 
9:00 a. m. on November 16th 
and December 14th. He will 
also be at the Florida State 
Employment Office in Belle 
Glade at 9:30 a. m. on Novem- 
ber 12th and 26th and Decem- 
ber 10th.

Still On The Increase 


Palm Beach County is seventh 
among the first ten highest in 
the State paying sales tax. 
These highest ten counties, plus 
out of state payments, account 
for more than 80% of the 
State’s total collections. 

Sales tax collections during 
the month of Setpember (based 
on August sales) totalled $7,- 
183,359. As expetced, this was 
a decrease under the $7,185,063 
collected during the previous 
month; however, the decrease 
of $1,708 was yery slight — 
during 1955 September fell $4 
050 below the collections of Au- 
gust 

This month's collections rep- 
resented a large increase over 
collections for the same month 
of the previous year, an increase 
of $1,11 
(September 1955 collections 
were an increase of 16.1 per 
cent over September 1954) 
Collections to date this fiscal 
year amount to $21,518,032, 
an increase of $3,411,698 over 
the $18,106,334 collected 
date in 1955. Thi is an increase 
over last year of 18.8 per cent. 
(First three month collection: 
last fiscal year were an in- 
crease of 16.4 per cent over the 
same period in 1954).

THE DRIVER'S SEAT 

The driver who drinks even 
one drink and then takes his 
car down the highway should 
be called “The Life and Death 
of the Party. 

Alcohol slows down reflexes 
the way efficient brakes slow 
down a car — with this differ- 
ence: a driver controls his 
brakes, but alcohol controls the 
driver. 

Take a look, for a moment, 
at some figures that show what 
reflexes really mean. They 
mean, of course, the difference 
between life and death, but these 
National Safety Council data.on 
"stopping distance" give a new 
sharpness to this meaning: 

A car going 20 miles per 
hour travels 52 feet between 
the time a driver sees the dan- 
ger, apples the brakes, and 
brings it to a stop. A driver's 
“thinking distance” -at 60 mph 
— that is, the time it takes him 
to see danger and apply brakes 
—is 66 feet, and the car itself, 
going at a mile-a-minute speed, 
wiM travel 336 feet before be- 
ing stopped by average brakes. 

At 70 miles an hour — the 
speed at which so many reflex- 
fuzzy drivers travel after bend- 
ing an elbow — the “thinking 
distance” is 77 feet, and the 
stopping distance 332 feet, with 
good brakes, and 445 with 
“passable” brakes. 

‘There is no way to laugh off 
these facts. Nor is there any 
way to laugh off the tragic re- 
sults caused by ignoring them. 

Put it this way: if you're go- 
ing 70 miles an hour, you will 
cover more ground than the 
length of a football field before 
you can stop your car. And this 
holds true ONLY when your re- 
flexes are normally keen and 
efficient. 

A driver whose mind is fuzzy 
with alcohol will take far more 
time to see danger and stop his 
car — if, indeed, he stops it at 
all before hitting a train, an 
embankment, or another car 

Danger signals — such as a 
pedestrian suddenly stepping 
into the street, or an automo- 
bile cutting recklessly out of 
its proper traffic lane — don't 
register automatically in a be- 
fuddled brain. There must be a 
dual process of recognition and 
transmission. This may 
only a few seconds, but these 
few seconds are generally the 
difference between life and 
death on the highway. 

Obviously, the ritual of “one 
for the road” can be a prelude 
to disiaster. It is often the 
choice between taking a drink 
and taking a life.
